Ignorant, apathetic, and steeped 
in supenstition though they are, Czen- 
Sstochowa attests to the world that 
there is a deep abiding something in 
them which responds to religion with 
a fervor that nothing else can arouse. 
For their faith—I am speaking of the 
masses—they will do and dare anything 
while the specious promises of the so- 
clalists of a speedy material milennium 
leave them unmoved. 

Situated just outside a dirty little 
manufacturing town, where Jews make 
toys for the whole of the Russian em- 
pire, the monastery and the church at- 
tached to it ame as famous in eastern 
Kurope as the oity of Rome itself. 
Poland's better days it was a fortress 
as well and sustained sieges in the 
face of Russians, Swedes and Germans.

Mr. Hovenden Claims That Every 
Organic Being Is Governed by 
the Flow of Ether Electric- 
ity, Heat and Ether the 
‘Same Thing, 


Special Cable. 


Londen, April 18—‘Ether is a fluid 
which permeates everything. It is ‘om- 
nipresent.’ It regulates the smallest 
Chemical alteration. Consequently it 
regulates the largest and most complex 
alterations. Hence it regulates all life 
ft is therefore ‘omnipresent.’ ’’ 

This was the conclusion to which the 
four lectures which have been entrancing 
audiences at the London inegtitution dur- 
ing the past month were brought Dy 
Frederick Hovenden, F.LS., F.G.S., F. 
R.M.9., etc. The lectures have pictured 
an entirely new conception of the prin- 
cipleg of nature, and have run counter 
to all preconceived reasoningss of phy- 
Sicists. They have been illustrated by 
many mefvellous experiments, designed 
to show that electricity, heat and ether 
are the same thing—a fluid which, if 
properly illuminated, ig visible to the 
naked eye. 

Some of the experiments, made with 
the help of a box known as an analyzer, 
have been described already. In this 
box the Invisible air has been made vis- 
ible, and ether has been seen pouring 
out in a rising stream from the profes- 
sor's finger tips, ascending also from a 
heated glass rod, and from an electric 
wire. Reactions of the ether on lMquid 
and gaseous molecules have been shown 
experimentally to be responsible for heat 
and cold. Low temperature merely 
means, according to Mr. Hovensen, 
molecules nearly devoid of ether.

“Chemists and physicists cannot see 
this very simple issue,” he said.

But I feel that 
my experiments are so conclusive, be- 
cause they have made the fluid ether 
visible, that I may venture to challenge 
the most eminent authorities. 

“So I shall challenge Lord Rayleigh, 
Sir Oliver Lodge, Professor J, J. Thom- 
son and all the learned metaphysical 
host to explain the experiments in other 
terms than I lheve done. In making 
this challenge I am aware of the re- 
sponsibility I take; but I regard it as 
a sacred duty. 

“I gay that every organic being is 
governed by the flow of ether. You, the 
king, and J were all formed by the same 
means as the chicken was formed. and 
when this is understood a new order of 
thougiht will arise which will add mate- 
rially to the happiness of mankind. 

“We want @ system to explain the 
millions of forms ‘we find in nature, and 
it is a sublime idea that every one of 
them is regulated by this subtle force, 
this ether or apirit, omnipresent and 
omnipotent—a power without which an!- 
mal and vegetable life would cease to 
exist, without which there would be no 
water and no fire, and all would be 
frozen.”

I had better be getting back on shore,

1 firat of July, the Linnaean Society 
Will celebrate the fiftieth anniversary 
Of an event of the highest importance 
to the world no leas than to the so- 
ciety itself. For on July 1, 1888, the 
theory of natural selection was added 
to the Intellectual equipment or man- 
kind. 

It ig impossible to speak of this hia- 
toric occasion without relating again 
the oft-tol4 story of the discovery, and 
the events which led to Its publication. 
Charles Darwin, convinced of tue fact 
Of evolution by reflection on observa- 
tions mada during the voyage of the 
Beagle (1831-1836), and ever searching 
for a motive cause. finally thought of 
the idea of natura! selection, after 
reading “Malthus on Population.” in 
October, 1838 “It at once struck me,” 
he says, “that under these circum- 
stances (the astruegle for existence) fa- 
vorable variations would tend to be 
preserved, and unfavoravle ones to he 
destroyed. The result of this would be 
the formation of species. Here, 
then, tT had: «e by which to 
work.” And upon that theory and the 
evolution of which It was the motive 
cause, Darwin worked for twenty years, 
and was even then unwilling without 
etill further research to give it to the 
wor id.

sxut in (February, 1858, the very same 
theory was independently discovered by 
Alfred Russel Wallace. then at Ternate, 
in the Molaccas This great natural- 
ist, at the time suffering from fever 
end living wrapped in blankets, began 
to think of Malthus’ FEssav: and there 
flashed upon him, too. the !dea of nat- 
ural selection Wallace did not wait 
long. In two hours he had “thought 
Out almost the whole of the theory;'’ In 
three evenings he had finished writ- 
ing an account of it; by the next mall 
he forwarded the manuscript to Dar: 
Win. On June 18 1858, Darwin ré - 
ceived Wallece’s essay “On the ‘Ten- 
dency of Varieties to Depart Indefinite- 
ly from the Original ‘l'ype,” togetner 
with a letter asking for his opinion, 
and desfring him to send the manu- 
ecript to Sir Charleg Lyell if he 
thought wel] of it Darwin wae star- 
tled to find tn the essay which had 
geached him from the other side of the 
World a complete account of his own 
theory.

MEMBERS LIKE SARDINES 


OF COMMONS 


Special Cable. 

London, April '8—Considerable sur- 
prise has been’ expressed on this side of 
the water at fhe recent proposal of Rep- 
resentative Boutelbe, of Illinois, to re- 
move the desks now provided for . the 
members of the house of representatives 
and replace them with benches as_ in 
the English house of commons. The 
general opinion here seems to be that, 
from the standpoint of the membegs 
themselves, the American arrangement 
is vastly superior to the British. The 
palatial freedom of the legislators of 
the United States has been long envied 
by the lawgivers of Great Britain, who 
have always complained of the sardine 
method of packing politicians which 
obtain at Westminster. 

But I understand that the American 
body is suffering from a4 lack of space, 
and some change is absolutely necessary 
fin the near future. 
the house of commons is suffering from 
the very same complaint. It has been 
up. against this problem for many, 
many years, and perhaps it will cheer 
Mr. Boutelle and his associates who are 
troubled by the growing numbers of 
the body to which they belong to know 
that despite this overcrowding the Eng- 
lish body has managed to scrape along 
very well. 

By no process of squeezing or con: 
densing could the house of commons 
hope to provide seating room for the 
670 members who compose it. To be 
exact, the limit of its seating capacity 
is just about two-thirds of its member- 
ship. Except, however, on very rare 
oocasiong its seating arrangements are 
seldom taxed to their utmost. 

At the present time, however, the 
crowding of the house Is worse than at 
any time previous, because of the 


huge majority of the liberal government. 


As a matter of fact, | 


The houge is divided into two equal 
parts—one for the,government and the 
other for the opposition. It has for 
Some years past been the rule of the 
Irieéh members, whether they supported 
opposition or government, to take their 
places on the benches of the former. 
This has balanced matters a little. 

In the house of representatives each 
member has his particular desk, and he 
alone has a right to sit at it, but in 
the house of commons no member is en- 
titled to a seat—-with the exception of 
ministers or ex-ministers—unless he has 
been present at prayers. Prayers do not 
begin until 2 o'clock, nowever, and on 
days when there is apt to be a big 
crush many members are unw...ing to 
wait until that advanced hour of the 
day to make sure of their seats. That 
is the case on the opening day of a ses- 
Sion, when there are sure to be ‘many 
who are excluded because of a lack of 
room. At the opening of parliament 
this year several members arrived at | 
a. m. although the ceremonies were 
not slated to begin until early after- 
noon. 

Of course. in a case like that a mem- 
ber is not expected to remain all morn- 
ing in the seat he has secured. The gen- 
eral practice is to leave one’s hat De- 
hind and go one’g way until about noon 
time. The hat is recognized in parlia- 
in a steamboat. Some of the members 
a sufficient claim to a seat, as a port- 
mamteau does in a railway carriage or 
in a seam boat. Some of the members 
even go so far as to keep two hats—one 
of them always in hfs locker in the 
house.

The seats of the house of commons are 
not very satisfactory after one gets 
them, They are sadly in need of repairs, 
and are very uncomfortable, especially 
after one has Sat on them all night. 
In this respect, however, they are far 
superior to those of the house of lords. 
The springg of the latter are said to bé 
worn out, but "with the house of com- 
mons, which handles the purse strings 
of the nation, in its present humor 
there does not seem to be much chance 
of bettering the comforts of ‘‘mé lords.”’ 

Of course, one of the worst features 
of the English arrangement ag com- 
pared with the American is that no 
member having a fixed seat there is 
no opportunity for admiring constitu- 
ents to place floral tributes on them. 
The English lawmaker has no place to 
store his choice cigars, and no chance 
to tip his chair and cross his feet at a 
lever considerably higher than hig head. 


What the loss of these privileges will | 


mean to the American legislators, should 
the proposed change be made, is only 
a matter of conjecture, to be sure. but 
certainly should be a matter for consid: 
eration.

YANKEE CANNED BEEF SHORTAGE 
WILL KEEP NATIONS FROM WAR 


Special Cable. 


London, April 18.—It has been predict- 
ed by an English military exper, that 
there will not be a great war for a 
year or two at least. And the reason 
he gives for this opinion ig that there is 
a shortage of American canned beef, 
Armies, he says, cannot fight unless they

has shipped back to the 


of canned beef and it would have shippea 
more had the euwpplies been avalilabie 
in England. This firm ig LiSby, McNeil! 
& Libby, the largest packers of canned 
beef in the world, and W. F. Burrews, 
the vice president and secretary of the 
company, is now in London searching 
for further supplies. 

“We are not looking for business now,”’ 
he told me. “We have all we can do to 
supply our regwiar trade, and we must 
look after that first. The British war 
office advertised the other day for ten- 
derg for a very large supply of canned 
beef. I instructed our people here not 
to bid and I understand that the other 
Chicago houses have isswed similar in- 
structions. I don’t think the British 
government will get the beef. The 
French war office and the Russian gov- 
ernment are also in the market 100k- 
ing for canned beef, and it cannot be 
had. Bven our own government is in 
difficulties. The Pacific fleet is looking 
for canned beef at San Francisco and 
cannot find it. 

‘The fact is that the demand for beef! 
in America hag outgrown the supply and 
it seems likely that it will continue to 
do so. We can get so much better prices 
for fresh meat now that it does not pay 
to can it. The population of America 
{s increasing faster than any population 
ever increased before, and the supply 


of cattle fs not increasing. In fact, 
there may have been a slight increase, 
but that factor abone would not account 
for the shortage of canned beef. We are 
selling as much beef as ever, but Wwe 
are selling it at high prices as fresh 
beef. 

‘it pays us now to @ehip our canned 
beef back to American, Diecause we can 
get so much better prices for it there. 
We can get at least 50 per cent more 
than in England today, and the tendency 
is for prices to rise. I would not take 
the largest government contract that 
could be offered today for less than 6 
cents a pound, and we have been selling 
beef on such comtracts until now at $3 
cents a pound. In fact, 1 would ratner 
not have the contracts at all. You can 
realize what the situation is when 
tell you that last year we packed only 
20 per cent of our normal output. 

“I don’t know where the governmentg 
would turn for beef if there were @ 
war tomarrow. Chicago could not sup- 
ply them and the -production of ar- 
gentina is not yet large enough to be 
relied on. Besides the peef packed there 
in the summer months has not the keep- 
ing qualities that are absolutely nec- 
essary. The British colonies are only 
packing enough beef for their own con- 
sumption and for their trade with tne 
mother country, and they have not the 
supplieg of cattle to expand their pro- 
duction suddenly.” 

The situation described by Mr. Bur- 
rows will eoon be an exceedingly se- 
rious one for the British working man 
who lives to a great extent on Amer'i- 
can beef, both canned and fresh. He 
has difficulty enough now in making 
both ends meet, and the cheap bee 
which came from America opened up a 
food supply to him which was unknown 
before. English meat is totally beyond 
his reach, and he will have to return 
to his old diet of bread and cheese, va- 
ried with a bit of A%herican bacon 00o- 
casionally. Even the oheese is likely 
to rise in price, however, for most of 
that consumed by the working class in 
England comes from America and Can- 
ada, and the shortage of cattle will, of 
course, make itself felt ag a factor in 
raising cheese prices in time.

Their de- 
liberations were quite unprejudiced by) 
but fortunately their) 
youthful conclusions do not have to be} 
accepted as final. The decisions, how-, 
ever, which they reached indicate! 
pretty plainly just what things in the) 
ancient constitution a group of char- 
acteristic young men of educated in- 
telligence just entering upon citizen- 
ship and intensely interested in po-' 
litical problems would want to change.) 

Hiere are a few of the alterations. 
which young men at Brown would like 
to make in the constitution, laying 
down the principle that in order to get) 
something more definite than “those 
unwritten principles of the common| 
law’ ‘‘we, the people of the United 
States,’ must formulate a constitution 
embodying definite and specific provis- 
ions. 

The United States senate gets abused 
now and then on the ground that it is 
a rich man’s club, representing special, 
privilegéS rather than the interests of) 
all the people. The reasons for such! 
an impression, if any exist, the _ sttu- 
dents at the university would re- 
move by popular election of senators. 
They have decreed that the senate of 
the United States shall be composed of 
two senators from each state chosen 
by direct vote of.the people in each 
State for six years. To thé senate they 
would give a broad blanket veto power 
upon legislation for taxation purposes, 
ail bills for raising revenue originating 
in the house of representatives to be 
either approved or disapproved, as a 
whole, by the senators.

Seniors and juniors believe in it and 
they get their belief into the constitu- 
tion. Incidentally they use the prep-

The total votes’ in 
each municipality in each state are to 
be sent to the legislature, and by them, 
after due formalities, reported to the 
seat of government of the United States 
directed to the president of the senate. 
The person having the greatest num- 
ber of votes shall be declared prest- 
dent.

of special research but simply as 4@| 
means of becoming famillar with the 
broad political principles and their ap- 
plication to American life. Another 
group of undergraduates not long ago 
prepared a complete constitution for the 
state of Rhode Island. On still another 
occasion a new charter for the city of) 
Providence was drawn up in due form. 

The effort is in every feasible way to} 
make the boys take wholesome inter- 
est in politics and thus to prepare them 
for the duties of citizenship. Students 
from the classes of Professors Wilson 
and Dealey have made observations at 
the recent caucuses. Presidential elec- 
tions next fall will give an admirable 
chance for study of both the Rhode 
Island and the national political game. 
Where possible emmployment at the polls 
is secured for some of the boys on elec- 
tion day and at other times. 

Not only the strictly political ques- 
tions are made the subject of reports by 
members of the classes, but investiga- 
tions are eonducted into various aspects 
of civic life. A collection of manu- 
facturing communities such as consti- 
tute the state of Rhode Island . offers 
all sorts of sociological problems of the 
type familiar to most American cities. 
Providence, for example, and others, of 
the towns of the neighborhood are 
more or less defective in point of munic- 
ipal design and civic improvements. 
Classes of young men are sent out, note- 
bcok in hand, to get the data for mak- 
ing detailed statements as to what they 
think might be done to improve the ap- 
pearance of the town. This assignment 
is undertaken with enthusiasm. One 
Owner of a good camera returns with 
a series of neatly mounted views show- 
ing bare unattractive spots in the city 
and suburbs which. as he thinks, for 
small expenditure of money and with 
great attendant benefit to the adjoin- 
ing real estate, could be made into at- 
tractive parks. Still another young fel- 
low collects pictures looking along con- 
gested streets whose vistas of the state 
capitol should have been left open. These 
boys. later on, will be found taking part 
in the big movement for improvement 
of American cities. 

Under competent guidance othe sides 
of modern city life are observed. Some- 
times corporation boarding houses are 
investigatod, or the conditions in which 
the boating population that sleeps in 
lodging houses passes its ‘days and 
nights. All the civie institutions which 
offer material for the study for such 
social problems as charity, crime, in- 
temperance, marriage and divorce are 
not only discussed in class room, but are 
studied on the apot. 


Oftentimes the boys from attendance 
at meetings of laboring men and agita- 
tors come back with revolutionary ideas. 
These, however, they likely outgrow as) 
they get deeper into their studies. The 
ideal is to make them think about social 
matters. As soon as a student begins; 
to think hard he sees that while there 
are some very pretty socialistic theories 
abroad, the world moves only very slow- 
ly in their direction, and not along the 
mechanical] lines laid down by agitators 
and academic philosophers. 

Along with the first hand study of 
special phases of political and ciyic 
life goes insistence on the biz princi-| 
ples of politica] science and sociotogy. It 
is part of the Brown plan not to be: 
afraid of general ideas, which can be 
rightiv apprehended provided only that 
the boys, while becoming famillar with 
the theories, are kept in contact with 
the actual facts of life.

Then was a moment's pause, and 
Colonel Bowie, who lay on his cot 
helpless with pneumonia, said: “Will 
two of you boys carry me over? I am 
not able to walk.” As the cotbearers 
moved forward, the entire garrison, 
except one man, moved resolutely 
across the line. ; 

Colonel Travis hurried to the ram- 
parts and answered Santa Anna’s 
summons to surrender with a cannon 
shot. At once a red flag was run up 
on the tower of the Cathedral of San 
Fernando, a signal for utter destruc- 
tion of the garrison. So the terrible 
slege began, and for twelve days the 
handful of American soldiers, by des- 
perate and incessant fighting, held the 
Mexican army that outnumbered them 
thirty to one successfully at bay. 
Travis, the master spirit of that Httle 
band of heroes, {ssued a call for aid, 
by couriers who never returned. 
Tt rings like a clarion: “I shall never 
surrender or retreat,” he wrote. ‘““Though 
this call may be neglected, I am de- 
termined to sustain myself and Alia 
like a soldier who never forgets what 
is due his own honor or that of his 
country. Victory or death.” 

But at last human endurance reached 
its Iimit. With ammunition almost 
gone, and the men exhausted by in- 
cessant fighting for twelve days and 
nights, the Americans realized, on the 
night of March 5, that the end was at 
hand. Next morning at sunrise, while 
the monks of San Fernando were 
chanting at matins, the Mexican host 
made a simultaneous attack on all four 
sides. The silence was broken by the 
roar of artillery and the rattle of 
Small arms. And the garrison, com- 
pelled to reserve their small store of 
ammunition saw the enemy close in on 
all four sides. But when they came up 
the scaling ladders the unerring fron- 
tier marksman picked them off. At last 
a breach was made in the outer walls 
and the Mexicans swarmed into the 
inner court. The Americans poured 
volley after volley into the crowded 


masses and the carnage was fearful. : 


Fresh soldiers swarmed over the bodies 
of their dead comrades, and with great 
battering rams made a breach in the 
walls of the Alamo itself. 

Here in the nave of the chapel, what 
was left of the garrison made its last 
heroic stand. Travis was already dead, 
but Crockett and Bonham, and Bowle 
on his vot, held the men_ together. 
With clubbed muskets, pistols and 
knives they fought with the energy of 
despair. And there amid wild confu- 
sion and frightful carnage in the house 
dedicated to God, these greatest of 
American heroes sold their lives dear- 
ly. Overwhelmed by numbers, they 
were crushed. Bowle, propped up on 
his cot, coollv picked men off with his 
pistol, fell back plerced with a dozen 
A7id last of all, that “Ifon of 
the frontier,’”’ old Davy Crockett, was 
borne down by the rush of numbers.

“It was a fearful fight,” wrote a 
Mexican officer in his report to his 
commander in chief. “Lifeless soldiers 
covered the ground surrounding the 
Alamo and were heaped ifn piles inside 
the fortress.

Our loss in front of the Alamo was 
represented by 2,000 killed and 300 
wounded. The killed received their 
wounds in the head, neck and shoul- 
ders, rarely below that. The firing of 
the besieged was terribly accurate.

The president's ultimatum,

ical revelation of the year by all the re- 
publican big wigs. Rumor has it that 
even one of the republican ‘“‘allied’’ 
candidates, meaning those who were 
bound together 'to defeat the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Taft, has deserted and 
ready to work for the renomination 
of the old ticket. That candidate is Mr. 
Fairbanks.? Convinced that he cannot 
have first place, he is said to be will- 
ing to again take second place on the 
Roosevelt ticket. 

Loyal republicans are not at all sat- 
istied with the outlook for Mr. Taft. 
even if he should be nominated. The 
antagonism of organized labor and the 
disaffection of the negro voters has 
caused no little alarm in the inner cir- 
cles. If his nomination is forced upon 
the party, they fear the result at the 
polls tn November.

This thas suggestions that President 
Roosevelt will have to be drafted to 
Save the party. While it fs true that 
the president has given equal offense 
to the colored man, the fact is recog- 
nized that he knows better than any 
one else how to force this class of cit- 
izenship into line for the G. O. P. 

The speech made by Senator Foraker 
in the senate Tuesday, and the address 
delivered by the Ohioan before the 
conference of negro bishaps Saturday 
last, have done much to arouse the 
prejudice of negroes generally against 
the candidacy of the secretary of war. 
It is a generally recognized fact that 
Mr. Taft cannot hope for the nomina- 
tion without the assurance of the or- 
ganized support gf the negro voters in 
the north and middle west. Senator 
Foraker has publicly announced that 
he intends to make an issue at Chi- 
cago of the action of the “lily white’ 
faction of the republican party in the 
south in discriminating against the 
negro voters in the organization. The 
administration and the federal office- 
holders will be held responsible for 
this situation and, by inference, Sec- 
retary of War Taft will be charged as 
accessory. 

The statement is being made here that 
rather than consent to the nomination 
of Secretary of War Taft the “allied’”’ 
republican candidates will band to- 
gether and force the nomination of 
the president for another term. Many 
republicans do not hesitate to say that 
Mr. Taft would meet defeat in the 
event of the nomination of William 
Jennings Bryan by the democratic 
national convention at Denver. It is 
this element which is considerable in 
number in the republican ranks, which 
is leading the chorus for a third term 
for the wielder of the big stick. If the 
labor leaders and the representatives 
of the negroes continue their opposition 
to the secertary of war, the chances 
favor the renomination of the presi- 
dent.

THOUSANDS OF WILD HORSES 


THE GOVERNMENT 


Wild horses by the thousands are 
overrunning the government na- 
tional forests of Nevada and neighbor- 
ing states, and the authorities in 
Washington are besieged with petitions 
from stockmen and farmers begging 
them to put a stop 
says The New York Tribune. 
cent dispatch from Reno conveyed the 
intelligence that there are fifteen thou- 
sand of the untamed beasts upon the 
Toiyabe, Toquina and Monitor forest 
reserves in Landor county alone, and 
that orders have been received by the 
forest rangers to begin a systematic 
war of extermination wpon them. This 
dispatch, although twisted as to facts, 
does not exaggerate the number of 
horses now supposed to be roaming at 
large in the districts mentioned: As 
a matter of probable truth there are a 
good many more than fifteen thousand 
wild horses in Nevada and the neigh- 
boring states, and every herd is a 
pest to the owners of Vegetation and 
domestic stock. 

The part of the Reno telegram which 
is not true is that relating to the or- 
ders sent from Washington. Neither 
the forest rangers nor any other em- 
ployees of the government have been 
told to destroy the animals, and un- 
less they do receive such orders they 
will confine their energies to fencing 


‘erops from the trespassing animals or 


rounding them up when they appear 
and threaten damage to the range, In- 
deed, if half the stories brought to the 
capital are true, all the rangers in 
Uncle Sam’s service would have little 
change of destroying the big herds 
that are roaming over the western 


states. 

Within the last few years they have 
increased to such an extent that in 
many localities they are classed as 
‘varmints,’ with wolves, wildcats and 
grizzlies, and every man's rifle is turned 
against them, No fence is strong 
enough to stop these horses, and when 
they appear in force they have even 
been known to knock down and kill 
After each visitation 
from a herd the ranchman is likely to 
mourn the loss of his domestic horses, 
and it requires only a few days’ asso. 
ciation with their new companions for 
the best broken animals to hecome as 
wild as their nomadic comrades. 

A study of the wild horse problem 
brings to light many interesting facts 
about the animals. The legislature of 
it seems, passed a law many 
years ago specifically allowing hunters 
to shoot wild horses and to sell their 
hides for what they could get in the 
open market. The law opened the way 
to a new and unuweal industry, and 
many men found the killing of wild 
horses very profitable. Besides, the 
work was exciting and gave the busi- 
ness the added zest of sport. 

As time went on and the business of 
Killing these “outlaws” (as the wild 
horses were often termed) on the 
Tanges assumed greater and greater 
proportions, stockmey found that the 
professional hunters were, in many 
cases. abusing their rights and were 
killing branded and shod horses. 
put an end to the business, for on com- 
plaint of the stockmen the Nevada 
legislature promptly repealed the law. 
It is estimated that fifteen thousand 
animals were killed during the time 
that the law was in force. This figure 
gave the basis for last week’s theory. 
The report, howeven, had good basis of 
fact, for the wild horse question has 
grown to be as serious in the last few 
years as it was when the Nevada legis- 
lature was forced to enact the old law. 
The United States forest service has 
not given orders for the killing of a 
single horse, because it has no right to 
do so. The forest officers of the Neva- 
da national forests realize how bad 
conditions are, and will do anything

“Theoretically it seems 
a very simple matter to handle, but 
practically it is quite the _ reverse.’’ 
On the ranges of many of the national 
forests the supervisors have been at 
their wits’ ends for several years try- 
ing to devise a method to meet the dif- 
ficulty. Apparently an entirely satis- 
factory method can not be found be- 
cause of the inadequate estray laws 
now enforced in the different. siates. 
‘Under the circumstances, the follow- 
‘ing plan has heen recommended to 
i'meet the conditions in the national 
forests: 

‘If the presence of the horses is se- 
riously damaging the national forest 
range and public sentiment favors such 
action, the supervisor may, upon petl- 
tion of a majority of the permittees 
of a grazing district. allow the horses 
to be gathered and disposed of accord- 
ing to the state or territorial laws. In 
such cases the forest service will, upon 
'recommendation from the supervisor, 
|eooperate in the construction of cor- 
'rals or fences for the purpose of cap- 
turing the horses, 

“Worest officers may drive unpermit- 
ted horses from the national! forests 
at any time, but if the owners of the 
horses are known and ownershin ar 
| knowledged, the owner should be al- 
lewed to adjust the matter by paying 
| the grazing fee. If he refuses to apply 
for a moment, then a trespass charge 
should be brought against him and the 
case conducted according to instruc- 
tions. 

‘"I'nbranded horses may be handled 
eccording to the state estray laws, but 
forest officers can not be allowed to 
gather such horses for the purpose of 
using or selling them, nor can they 
be allowed to collect any remunera- 
tion from any person for corralling un- 
claimed horses. The policy of the 
forest service will be, therefore, to co- 
operate with the stockmen of «che state 
or territorial authorities when they 
take the initiative in disposing of wild 
horses in the national forests, but the 
present laws and regulatgons do not 
admit of independent action by the for- 
est service.’ 

The wild horse problem is only one 
of the many which stockmen have to 
contend with which the government is 
trying in one way or another to solve 
on the ranges of the national forests. 
Predatory animals, such as _ wolves, 
coyotes, mountain lions and wildcats, 
do thousands of dollars’ worth of dam- 
ave to stock each year in all parts of 
| the country. On some ranges forest 
officers have to contend with rustlers, 
| whe sometimes suc#eed in stealing the 
greater part of the stock which the 
predatory animals do not kill. Poison- 
| cus plants are another nuisance which 
igive the stoékmen considerable trouble 
in many parts of the country. Be) 

Unele Sam has always shown a dispo- 
sition to cooperate with the stockmen 
in combating these nuisances; in fact 
he ig doing better than merely meeting 
the stockmen half way in the work. On 
many of the national forest ranges, fol 
the last year, rangers and guards have 
been assigned to the work of hunting 
and trapping, with the sole aim of klk 
ine off the animals that prey upon stock 
The work has met with marked success 
and hundreds of wolves and coyotes 
have succumbed to the bullets and pot: 
eon of the hunters. Each animal killeé 
means a decided saving to the sheep in. 
duetry, for it is estimated that one will

Forest officers are cooperating wit! 
the stock associations to stop the steal. 
ing of livestock and run the rustlers out 
of the country. The war on poisonous 
plants has been carried on for more 
than a year by the forest ‘service, in co- 
operation with the bureau of plant fn 
dustry, and, while the investigations 
have just been begun, it is already seen 
that their growth can be checked in 
many states.

The thinking people of Georgia have always opposed the injection of 
Prohibition as an issue into political campaigns. When the time has come 
for its determination in any particular community, it has been settled, as a 
rule, of and to itself, without respect to candidates or their aspirations. 

Friends of prohibition themseives oppose its use in a scramble for votes; 
would result in its landing first at one goal and then at the other. And they 
know the bitterness and the enmities thus engendered, whose effect is more 
Severe and persistent than from any other known cause of political antag- 
onism. 

Prohibition was not an issue in the campaign of two years ago. Follow- 
ing that campaign, it was settled quietly but emphatically by the legislature. 
: The passage of the prohibition law by overwhelming vote, determined 
the matter; the people considered it, as the lawyers would say, “res adjudi- 
cata,’ a decision from which there was no further appeal—certainly until the 
new law had a fair trial. 

But the trend of the campaign threatened to reopen it. 

Fortunately Mr. Brown's determined statement, like that of Governor 
Smith's, eliminates prohibition as a campaign issue and spares the state a 
campaign of bitterness and strife over this question. 

Now, it has been made clearly and unquestionably apparent that, as to 
the prohibition law, both candidates occupy the same position; that what- 
ever the result of the primary, the prohibition law will not be weakened or 
emasculated; that, no matter what may happen politically, the wishes of the 
people that the law be given full, free and fair test, under the next admin- 
istration, are to be respected. 

With the prohibition question eliminated, by undoubted assurance that 


its status quo is not to be disturbed, the people of Georgia will all be free to 
consider the real issues of the campaign and act accordingly. 

It will be a source of no little gratification to the whole state that the 
situation has taken this happy turn and that the campaign is to come to a 
basis of those issues which properly pertain to a political contest. |

insufficient sewerage facilities. 

The subject is of vastly more personal importance to the wage-earner, 
the banker, the merchant, the clerk, the employee and their wives and chil- 
| dren, than any topic now agitating city, state and nation, bar none. 

The capital stock of each individual, in whatever walk of life, whether 
‘rich or poor, is health and the assurance of health. Without such, there can 
be no basis for bread-earning or ambitious fortune-making, no well-grounded 
‘plans for present or future happiness. : 

How can the people of Atlanta face with equanimity, then, this big 
| fundamental question, when throughout this city are 10,000 homes without 
Sanitary facilities for disposing of their sewage and garbage; 10,000 places 
which always hold the possibility of becoming breeding-centers for disease 
and death? 

The subject is not a pleasant one, and we do not approach it with pleas- 
‘ure or from the standpoint of emotion, save as emotion must always be 
stirred when we regard a menace to the health and well-being of over one 
hundred thousand people. 

Neither is the indictment of our making. It was brought by the health 
authorities of the city, men who are paid for their familiarity with conditions 
here and who are calm and analytical experts in their specialty. 

Our correspondent is eminently correct, as he will be assured by any 
competent physician. Medical science is today, in every direction, in every 
land, concentrating its hosts on the PREVENTION of disease, in staying its 
spread when once originated, in curing it where existing, but ever and al- 
ways the battle-cry is—prevention! | 

It is appalling to consider the millions of lives lost in city and country 
and hospital, by innocent ignorance of the plain truths science now places at 
our command. But ignorance in this respect can now no longer be innocent. 
We deliberately elect to menace the lives of ourselves and other people 
when we neglect to use preventive science. 

Or, with fearful density, we blame deaths on Providence, when they 
| should be attributed to parsimony in sewerage expenditures! 

Diseases innumerable and other than typhoid fever—though typhoid is 
the favorite—that rage in cities and that are distinctly traceable to inade- 
quate sewerage, could be cited.

vert their enthusiasm and undivided loyalty from the accomplishment of our 


original purposes. 

It was recognition of the baneful influence of partisan politics that led 
the Union to forbid any of its officers holding political office, and to make 
the discussion of partisan politics at union meetings punishable the second 
time with dismissal. 

These rigidly enforced regulations do not mean that the farmer, as an 
individual, is not encouraged to participate in politics to the end of electing 
men and assuring measures which will redound to the welfare of the masses 
and the purity of government. They do mean, however, that the Farmers’ 
Union as an organization {s not going to enter politics; that the surely dis- 
integrating influences of partisanship will never be allowed to enter the 
ranks and that the Union will confine its concerted endeavors, officially 
speaking, to the constructive purposes for which it came into existence. 

The wise and proved logic of this course holds, it seems to us, the most 
infallible promise of the long life and the expanding usefulness of this 
great organization.

PRIMARY RULES. 
WAY BE CHANGED 


Rumored That late Primary 
May Be Considered, 


CANDIDATES ARE CONFIDENT 


Both Governor Smith and Hon. Joe 
Brown Feel Sure of Victory. 
Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee Will Meet in Ate 
lanta on Friday. 


All. eyes, politically speaking, are 
now centered in Georgia upon the action 
which may be taken at the meeting of 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee at the Piedmont hotel, in At- 
lanta, on Friday morning, assemblying 
on call of Chairman Miller, of Macon. 

This call was tesued following & re- 
quest made upon its chairman by Col- 
onel A. H, Cox, a prominent lawyer of 
this city, who declares that under the 
new rule the smaller counties have 
not their proportionate representation 
in the state convention. He has asked 
to be heard by this committee with a 
View to having some of the rules, gov- 
erning the coming primary and subse- 
quent state convention amended It 
may be possible that this will be done, 
and in addition a number of other 
changes are suggested. 

May Change Primary Date. 

Chief among the rumored sug- 
gestions, following the proposed re- 
turn to the majority county plan, is 
that the primary date, now set for June 
4, may be changed until some time in 
August. It is known that a number 
of people throughout the state have 
been converted to the “late primary’”’ 
idea and it may be that this matter 
will be brought up, too. 

No intimation as to what will be con- 
sidered at this meeting is given out 
in Chairman Miller's call, whch simply 
invites to members to be present at 
the Piedmont convention hall on April 
24 and does not mention the hour. 

Until this committee meets and an- 
nounces its action all interest will 
center about it and the primary rules 
and date. 

In the meanwhile the campaign 
waxing both and interesting. 

Governor Smith has mapped out a 
strenuous campaign which will keep 
him out of the city and on the stump 
well into May. 

Hon. Joseph M. Brown, his opponent, 
has been so deluged with correspond- 
ence as to be compelled to abandon 
any trips at all and will remain at his 
headquarters in the New Kimball. 

Both Candidates Confident. 


(Both candidates are organizing 
throughout the state and have given 
out statements to the effect that they 
ate more than eatisfied with the re- 
ports received dally. 

In his speech at the Grand Friday 
night Governor Smith stated that ‘the 
prohibition law will have a fair trial 
during the next three years while I am 
governor,” predicting, without equivo- 
cation, his reelection. 

In his statement to’ the public, issued 
during the day, in which he declares 
himeelf positively on the prohibition 
question, Mr. Brown gays: “As gs0v- 
ernor of Georgia, to which high office 
dt now seems certain I will be nomi- 
nated on June 4, I will resist by the 
powers vested in me, ali efforts to emas- 
culate and weaken the Georgia prohib- 
tion law by legislative enactmens,”’ 
prophesying his election as a fact. 

At the Joe Brown headquarters, in the 
afternoon, all cals for “Joe Brown but- 
tons’’ hed to be refused, ag the supply 
of 160,000 had been exhausted, but it 
was stated that 50,000 would arrive 
Monday and 200,000 had been ordered 
and requests for them would be filled 
when the buttons arrived. 

Smith Buttons on Way. 


At the Smith headquarters was 
100,000 Smith buttong had 
been ordered and would soon be in evi- 
dence. 

When asked in regard to the state 
campaign, Campaign Manager J. R. 
Omith said: 

“It is not my purpose or policy to 
Pursue a course of making reckless 
estimates or guesses as to the cam- 
paign. After a careful survey of the 
entire state, I will say, in my opinion, 
Mr. Brown will be elected by a very 
large majority. Evidences of increas- 
ing strength throughout the state 
come in to us daily. Mr. Brown's can- 
didacy means a great deal to the com- 
mercial, industrial and agricultural in- 
terests of the state, and for this reason 
there is more than usual interest mani- 
fested, and this interest is uniform 
throughout Georgia.” 

It was stated that it was the con- 
sensus of opinion at the headquarters, 
judging from the membership of the 
Fulton County Joe Brown Club, which 
now numbers 5,800, that this county 
will go for Brown by over 2,500 votes. 

At the campaign headquarters of 
Governor Smith, itn the Steiner-Emory 
building, his private secretary, J. ‘ 
Hoyle, who is looking after the details 
of the state campaign, said: “The gov- 
ernor is his own campaign manager. 
He ts out of the city today. The corre- 
spondence in regard to the campaign 
is even more voluminous than it was 
during the first campaign, and we are 
more than satisfied with the reports 
from every section of the state.” 

Attorney Reuben Arnold, in charge 
of the Fulton county campaign com- ’ 
mittee, said: “We will carry Fulton 
county by a majority of between 1.000 
and 2.500 votes. The meeting last night 
proved the strength of Mr. Smith. and 
the county is going for him again.”

‘Sick Senator Discussed National 


Subjects of Interest 


FORCES ARE SUFFICIENT 


To Take Care of Any Situation That 
May Confront Us, With Excep- 
tian of Attack on the Phil- 
ippines — Japan Would 
Move There First. 


Senator B. R. Tillman of South Caro- 
lina, who is here at the Robertson san- 
itarium in an effort to avert what 
threatened to be an attack of paraly- 
sis, haq sufficiently recovered yester- 
day to talk briefly of national affairs, 
from the arena of which he recently 
withdrew himself with no little re- 
luctance. 

Senator Tillman 
well man. 
take time and rest to restore him to 
his normal strength. But he is gaining 
ground, and his progress toward re- 
covery since he came here has 
gratifyingly rapid. Sitting in the sun 


upon the broad piazza, Mrs. Tillman in- | 


sisted on his putting on his hat to 
ward off cold. He has recovered in a 
degree the use of his left arm and 
left leg, the numbness in which for 
several days indicated a paralytic at- 
tack, but he still lacks sprightliness 
in his movements. His skin has not 
regained the healthy glow, but he 
Sleeps well and ts getting good rest, 
which, with the treatment he is under- 
going, he feels will ultimately restore 
his health. 

He was here for ten days Metiove con- 
senting to see a newspaper man, and 
then, after fifteen minutes’ talk on 
various topics, complained of slight 
headache and asked to be excused. His 
physician has absolutely forbidden any 
mental excitement, but when he is 
aroused it is practically impossible for 
him to keep away from it. 


“When this attack came on,” he said, 


“T goon realized that I would be of no- 


use in Washington, so I got away as 
quickly ag I could.” 

He spent some time at Trenton, and 
then came to Atlanta for treatment 
preparatory to going to Europe. Al- 
most his first remark indicated that he 
keeps thoroughly posted, despite his 
condition, upon what is going on in 
Washington. 

“T sincerely hope,” he said, “that 
Roosevelt will carry out his threat to 
veto the public buildings bill, for I 
am anxious to see what that crowd is 
going to do about it.

Disgusted at Democrats. 


‘T was a little bit disgusted to see 
that the strongest support of the four 
battleships program came from demo- 
I scarcely know what to make 
of it. I was a little bit surprised to 
note that nobody made the point that 
the only reason why we should have 
even a moderate sized navy is our pos- 
session of the Philippines. Our tre- 
mendous reserve forces and possibil- 
ities are abundantly sufficient to take 
care of any other situation that may 
confront us, 

“If we were ever to have a war with 
Japan, and I am satisfied I shall never 
live to see it, the first thing Japan 
would do would be to swoop down on 
the Philippines and capture them. 
Then. of course, national pride would 
force us ‘to get up a sufficient army 
and navy and go over and sweep Japan 
into the sea, and take them back.

NEGRO FARMERS 
WANT INSTITUTE 


Plans Being Made to Hold 
One Sometime in 
August. 


Plans are now being promulgated to 
hold, on August 3, a farmers’ institute 
for the benefit of the negro farmers of 
Georgia. This meeting, it is expected, 
will open at Clark University, and con- 
tinue in session one week. This date 
was decided upon owing to the fact that 
all crops will be in by that time, thus 
enabling those who desire to attend an 
opportunity of doing so without hin- 
drance. The regular students will be 
away on the annual vacations, thus al- 
lowing the classrooms to be utilized by 
those in attendance. 

It is estimated that of the 224,226 
farms in operation in the state of Geor- 
gia, 40 per cent are operated by negro 
farmers, 85 per cent of the crop raised 
being cotton. The aim of the meeting 
is to show improved methods of econom- 
ical farming, thereby raising the earn- 
ing capacity of both men and farms, 
and to give an added stimulus to the 
work. 

Bishops L. H. Holsey, of the Colored 
Methodist Episcopal church, and H. M. 
Turner, of the African Methodist Epis- 
copal church, are supporting the move- 
ment and urging the many negro farm- 
ers to attend the session.

CONGRESS AGREES TO WAIT 


Every Candidate for President Will 
Aflend — Conference Will Con- 
sider Means for Conserving 
the Natural Resources 
of the Country.

Washington, D. C. Apri! 18.—(Spectal) 
The readiness with which the leaders 
Of congress agreed to have that body 
Gemain in session until the close of the 
Gonference called by President Roose- 
velt to meet in Washington, on May 
'8th, i4th and i5th, to consider means 
Gor conserving our natural resources, |s 


Some slight evidence of the mportance 
af this meeting. 

Probably never before in the history 
of the country hag 60 large and repre- 
Séntative a body of the nation’s law- 
makere and leading citizens met for any 
purpose. In addition to the members of 
congress and cabinet officials, the gov- 
ernors of all forty-#ix states will at- 
tend. Accompanying each state execu- 
tive will be three citizens, who will, in 
most ingtances, be men of farge affairs 
and thoroughly conversamt with the 
@ractical features of the questions to be 
disouseed. 

In addition to these officials and pri- 
vate citizens, the president has specially 
tovited five citizens from the country at 
. large. From the eminence thus given 
them, these men are being referred to 
as the leading private citizens of the 
nation. They are: William J. Bryan, 
the leader of the democracy and twice 
candidate of his party for president; 
Grover Cleveland, ex-president: Andrew 
Carnegie, jronmaster, philanthropist and 
millionaire; James J. Hill president of 
the Great Northern railroad and an au- 
thority on ecénomic affairs recognized 
throughout the world, and John Mitchell 
formerly president of the United Mine 
Workers of América. 

Object of the Conference. 


In his letter calling the conference to 
Giscuss the conservation of our natural 
résmuirces, President Roosevelt called at- 
tention to the self-evident fact that ‘‘the 
prosperity which we now enjoy. rests 
directly upon these resources,”’ and 
adds that “the vigor and success which 
we desire and foresee for this nation 
in the future must have this as the ul- 
timate material basis."" He also warns 
that “the abundant natural resources on 
which the welfare of the nation rest 
are becoming depleted, and in not a 
few cases are elready exhausted.” He 
urges an accounting and sBayg because 
Wwe are prosperous now, we must not 
be neglectful and squander the patri- 
mony of those who will come after us. 
Believing that this is one of the most 
Vilally serious questions now before the 
people of the country, and that the prob- 
lem “appeals with special! force to the 
governor of the states because of their 
close relations to the people and their 
responsibility for the welfare of their 
communities,” he has invited all the 
governors to come to Washington the 
aniddle of May, and they have accepted. 

Program of the 

President Roosevelt is expected to 
open the congress, and may preside at 
all of the meetings. nO the evening of 
May i2, he will entertain the governors 
at dinner at the white house. The busi- 
mess meetings will begin the following 
day. and will be held in the east room 
of the historic mansion. Probably two 
Sessions will be held daily during the 
three days the conference ig to last. 

Newspapers and magazines through- 
Out the country have lately been replete 
with glepressing articles on the rapid ex- 
tinction of our forests, which it is pre- 
dicted Will be depleted to exhaustion in 
twenty years. We are told the coal 
eupply at our present rate of mining, 
will not last longer than forty years. 
Valuable naval stores, phosphates and 
minerals are being recklessly and heed- 
lessly squandered. Water power priv- 
dleges are being given away with no re- 
oompense to the government or the in- 
Gividual stetes. In mines, foreste and 
field@a a system of waste and extrav- 
agancee is leading to exhaustion, which 
recks not of the future. The oountry 
geeems to be Iilving for the day, with no 
thought of tomorrow. 

All these things will be dwelt upon 
by the speakers.| Warnings will be 
@gounded, and the need of economy and 
common sense in the utilization of the 
Vast natural wealth the country enjoys 
will be emphasized.

smaller constituencies, which recently 
have gone against the government. This 
contest will be fought hard, and the po- 
litical fighters in both the dominant 
parties are preparing for the fray.

last general election. There !s also a 
socialist candidate in the fleld, but he 
does not cut much figure.

AT LOS ANGELES 


One Hundred Thousand People 
Watch Arrival of Battleships, 


FLEET IS TO REMAIN A WEEK 


Arrival of the Fieet Formed a Ma- 
rine Picture Unrivaled in Im- 
posing Beauty—People Wild 
With Enthusiasm as the 5 

Ships Arrive. 


Los Anegeles, Cal, April !6—Los 
Angeles sent more than one hundred 
thousand of its residents to the ocean 
side today 
battleship fleet, which steamed _ into 
San Pedro harbor, twenty-two miles 
away, and dropped anchor at 3:30 p. m. 

The sixteen fighting vessels and three 
auxiliaries, leaving San Diego shortly 
after 6 o'clock this morning, had steamed 
up the coast in single column forma- 
tion, four hundred yards apart, and in 
full view of thousands of persons» who 
gathered at every vantage point. 

Admiral Thomas on Bridge, 


With the Connecticut leading and with 
Rear Admiral Charles M. Thomas on 
the bridge, the long line of ships 
pointed within the breakwater at San 
Pedro Bay just half an tour behind 
their scheduled time of arrival. 

The Connecticut, Kansas, Vermont 
and Louisiana took up the berths with- 
in the sheltered portion of the harbor, 
where they are ‘to remain the full 
seven days of the fleet's visit, while 
the other twelve ships reached out into 
the open water in a line nearly two 
miles long. The arrival of the fleet was 
accompanied by all of the flashing col- 
orgs and embellishments that have made 
its presence in every home and foreign 
port visited in the last four months a 
marine picture unrivalled in imposing 
beauty. The thousands of people who 
made the occasion of the arrival a holl- 
day, and who lined the sea walls, break- 
waters and beaches surrounding the 
bay, fairly went wild in their enthusiasm 


las the fleet steamed into its assigned 


position. 
Pandemoniam of Greeting. 


When the anchors dropped with a 
splash into the waters, whistles blew in 
a perfect pandemonium of greeting) 
while cheers grew in volume until they 
cculd be heard on board the Minnesota, 
the last of the big fighters in the far- 
reaching column. 

Tonight the fleet was illuminated, 
hulls, superstructure, turrets and yard- 
arms being outlined in electric bulbs. 

Mayor A. C. Harper, accompanied by 
General A. B. Chaffee and other mem- 
bers of the Los Angeles reception com- 
mittee, went by special steamer several 
miles down the coast to greet the in- 
coming fleet. 

The stay of the fleet at the port of 
Los Angeles during the next week is to 
be marked by the most elaborate pro- 
gram of entertainment, both for the en- 
listed men and officers, the city has 
ever known. 

Much Enthusiasm. 


Never in history has Los Angeles 
risen with such enthusiasm in observ- 
ance of a celebration, patriotic or other- 
wise. Without legal declaration, but by 
general consent, business had been 
dropped with. the tasks of the day Just 
begun, and the entire population seemed 
to be streaming toward the _ coast. 
Hours before they could hope to catch 
sight of the first smoke from the fun- 
nels of the warships, fifty thousand peo- 
ple were on their way to Huntington 
Beach, Long Beach, San Pedro, New- 
port and a dozen towns and villages on 
the ocean shore, whence they might ob- 
serve the stately procession of battle- 
ships on their way to the anchorage 
grounds. 

Early advices from Long Beach and 
San Pedro stated that points of van- 
tage, Including the high bluffs on the 
south side of Point Firmin and the 
sand dunes stretching away for miles 
south of Long Beach, were thickly dot- 
ted with people, who would spend the 
intervening six hours in the burning 
sun, rather than risk the chance of ob- 
taining an unsatisfactory view of the 
passing fleet. From further down the

Alex Smith, a young 
white man, about 18 years of aga was 
shot and instantly killed by Ben Thrash- 
er, another young white men. The trou- 
ble started in front of the dispensary. 
Both men were drinking, and in an al- 
tercation Smith drew a eer bottle at 
Thrasher, which missed _ him, but 
Thrasher immediately drew his pistol 
and fired. 

The bullet struck Smith in the mouth 
and he died iastantly.

FORESTRY BILL 


NOT Ye KILLED 


$0 Declares Congressman Brant 
ley of Georgia 


REPORT MAY BE FAVORABLE 


Brantley Takes Issue With State- 
ment of Chairman Jenkins That 
Judiciary Committee Will 
Declare the Bill Une 
constitutional.

Washington, April 18.—(Special.)— 
Representative Brantley, of Georgia, is 
| still hopeful that the house judiciary 
committee will favorably report’ the 
Appalachian forest reserve bill. He 
questions the accuracy of the predic- 
tion made on Wednesday by Chairman 
| Jenkins that a majority of the commit- 
tee would vote against the constiu- 
tionality of the measure. The Jen- 
kins statement was sent out by many 
eastern papers Wednesday night, as 
well as to The Constitution. Both Mr. 
| Brantley and Judge Jenkins have pre- 
pared reports which have been sub- 
mitted to the committee. The latter 
holds the project unconstitutional; the 
former belleves there is ample author- 
ity under the constitution for congress 
to acquire forest reserves, not as an 
end in itself, but in the Interest of 
navigation. 

The judiciary committee has not: yet 
voted ong the measure. All of the ses- 
sion yesterday was taken up with the 
reading of the report prepared by Mr. 
Brantley. Further consideration was 
postponed until the next regular meet- 
ing of the committee on Wednesday, 
the 22nd. 

Brantley Is Hopeful. 


At the close of the meeting Judge 
‘Jenkins was seen and again insisted 
‘that a majority of the committee would 
be with him. Mr. Brantley expressed 
later in the day the most confident 
hope that a majority of the committee 
would adopt his report, declaring the 
; measure constitutional. There are nine- 
| teen members of the judiciary commit- 
‘tee, and neither of the gentlemen above 
|nained would attempt to designate the 
(friends and opponents of the forest re- 
project. 
Since both 


serve 
the majority report, sub- 
mitted by Mr. Jenkins, and the mi- 
nority report, submitted by Mr. Brant- 
iey, referred to the language of the su- 
preme court in McCulloch v. Maryland, 
| it may be well to state it here: 
' “Let the end be legitimate; let it be 
'within the scope of the constitution, 
and all means which are appropriate, 
| which are plainly adequate to that end, 
‘which are not prohibited, but constst- 
|ent with the letter and spirit of the 
}constitution, are constitutional.”’ 
| Mr. Brantley, in his report, says: 
“The power of the general govern- 
ment to acquire land in a state by 


| being unquestioned, where the samg Is 
necessary to some governmental use, 
authorized by the constitution, it be- 
comes necessary in the very outset of 
the investigation directed to be made 
to inquire as to the uses for which it is 
proposed to acquire the land and the 
forest reserves referred to in said res- 
olution. : 

“Our inquiry must be, first, as to 
'whether the owning of lands and forest 
reserves in a state by the general gov- 
ernment is itself the end sought to be 
| attained by acquiring them or whether 
such acquiring is designed as a means 
to some other end. This inquiry must 
be determined before we can pass on 
the question of whether the end is le- 
gitimate and within the scope of the 
constitution. 

“Unless it shall appear thet the said 
lands and forest reserves are proposed 
to be held and used in some way for 
the general welfare, under some power 
delegated to congress by the constitu- 
tion, it requires no argument to dem- 
onstrate that congress has no power to 
acquire or to hold them. 

Proposed Use of Forest Reserves. 


“During: our inquiry, therefore, in the 
first place to the proposed use of the 
said land and forest reserves, your 
committee feels it essential to carefully 
scrutinize all the language of the said 
house bills 10456 and 10457, and as well 
the history of said bills, im so far as 
the same is shown in the proceedings 
of the previous congress and in the re- 
sults of the act of the previous con- 
gress. Proceeding with the investiga: 
tion in this way, we find that the agri- 
cultural bill approved March 4, 1907, 
required the secretary of agriculture 
‘to investigate the watersheds of the 
| southern Appalachian and White 
| Mountains—‘and to report to congress 
the area and natural conditions of said 
watersheds, the price at ‘which the 
same can be purchased by the govern- 
ment, and the advisability of the gov- 
ernment purchasing and setting apart 
the same as national forest reserves 
for the purpose of conserving and reg- 
ulating the water supply and flow of 
said streams in the interest of agri- 
cultura, water power and navigation. 

“The important thing here to be ob- 
served is that the fifty-ninth congress, 
in ordering said survey, dist netly di- 
rected that information be furnished 
as to the advisability of acquiring the 
proposed forest reserves, not as an end 
in itself, but as a means to other spec- 
ified ends, to wit, ‘for the purpose of 
conserving and regulating the water 
supply and flow of said streams in the 
‘interest of agriculture, water power 


and navigation.’ 
End Clearly Within Constitution. 


“It is a just assumption that the fifty- 
ninth congress felt authorized in &p~ 
propriating money for this survey, and 
it is to be noted that one of the ends 
sought to be achieved by the survey, 
whatever may be said of .the others, 
was clearly within the constitutional 
power of congress and that end ig the 
conserving and regulating the water 
supply of certain streams in the interest 
of navigation. Your committee has ex- 
amined the report of the secretary of 
agriculture made in pursuance of said di- 
rection of the fifty-ninth congress. The 


same t@ embraced in senate document 
No. 9!, sixtieth congress, first session. 
In this report the secretary states among 
other things, that ‘all the waterg gath- 
ered by the southern Appalachian and 
White mountains flows to the sea 
through navigable rivers,’ and he sub- 
mits an argument supported by facts 
presented by him that the preservation 
of the forests in these mountains would 
equalize the flow of these rivers, tending 
to the avoidance of floods and freshets 
and to a greater volume of water in 
time of i His argument is that 
forest reserves in these mountaing would 
aid navigation in all streams thaving 
their source in these mountains. You? 
committee does mot undertake to pass 
judgment on this argument, but refers 
to it in order to determine whether oe 
not there is any constitutional punpose 
sought to be accomplished by the pro- 
posed forest reserves. Gentlemen, pre- 


sumably competent to advise on such 
matters have appeared before your com- 


just as important to be done 


mittee and urged that the preservation 
of the forests on the southern Appalach- 
fan and White mountains would mate- 
rially aid the navigability of certain 
navigable rivers, but as just stated, your 
committee does not feel that it has ju- 
risdiction or ig called upon to report a 
conclusion in the factg involved in this 
argument 
Character of Land Involved. 


“Your committee next takeg notice of 
H. R. 10456 and H. Ri. 10467, the ijan- 
guage in each being the same. The de- 
scription of the lands to be acquired 
under these bills is, first, ‘landg more 
valuable for the stream flow than for 
other purposes,’ and, second, lands ‘s!t- 
uated on the watersheds of navigable 
streams.’ This language clearly indi- 
cates a relation of some kind between 
these lands and the gtreams having their 
origin in them and a purpose to utilize 
that relation in the interest of Such 
streams. ‘Provision ig made in the bill 
for allowing private parties to control 
any minerals that may be on the lands 
acquired, and ag well that merchantable 
timber may be removed by such parties 
under regulationg to be prescribed Dy 
the government. Provision is also made 
for private parties to obtain lands 
‘chiefly valuable for agriculture,’ that 
the government may chance to acquite 
in its purchases of forest lands, All 
these provisiong point directly to the 
conclusion that one of the purposes Of 
these bills, if not the primary purpose, 
ig to control the watersheds of the 
etreams. The exclusion of minerais, 
merchantable timber and agricultural 
lands from the reserves leaves no other 
conclusion to be fairly reached. ‘Iihat 
this concluston is correct, shown, 
we think, in the language of section 
10 of the bills, to wit: ‘That the secre- 
tary of agriculture may for further pro- 
tection of the watersheds of said nav!- 
gable streams,’ do certain other things. 
In other words, all that precedes in the 
bills for the purpose of: protecting the 
watersheds of navigable rivers, and what 
follows in section 10 is for further pro- 
tection of such watersheds. 


The Real Injury. 


“Assuming that this conclusion as to 
the purpose of these bills is correct, the 
real inquiry that is presented to your 
committee relates to the power of con- 
gress under the constitution to acquire 
lands and establish forest reserves in a 
state where no public domain now exists 
for the purpose of improving or adding 
to the navigability of certain navigable 
rivers. Your committee is not called 
upon to determine whether, as a matter 
of fact, the growth of forests or the 
preservation of forests on mountains 
would aid the navigability of navigable 
rivers having their source in such 
mountains, That question, presuma- 


fly, the house has reserved for its own) 


decision, Your committee is_ called 
upon to report amply on the question of 
power, assuming the existence of the 
facts necessary to the exercise of the 
power. The power of congress over 
navigation and to appropriate money 
for the improvement of rivers and har- 
bors has been so universally acquiesced 
in for so long a period of time as to be 
now unquestioned. This power is de- 
rived from the commerce clause of the 
constitution. As far back as $ Wal- 
lace, 724, in the case of Gilman vy. Phila- 
delphia, the supreme court said: 

‘Commerce includes navigation. The 
power to regulate commerce compre- 
hends the control for that punpose and 
to the extent necessary of all,the navi- 
gable waters of the United States which 
are accessible from a state other than 
that in which they lie. For this purpose 
they are the public property of the na- 
tion and subject to all the requisite 
legislation by congress. This necessari- 
ly includes the power to keep them 
open and free from any obstruction to 
their navigation, interposed by the state 
or otherwise; to remove such obstruc- 
tions when they exist, and to provide by 
such sanctions as they may deem proper 
against the occurrence. of the evil and 
for the punishment of offenders. For 
these purposes, congress possesses all 
the power which existed in the states 
before the adoption of the national con- 
stitution and which have always existed 
in the parliament in England. It is for 
ccngress to determine when its full 
power shall be brought into activity and 
as to the regulation and sanction which 
shall be provided.’ 


Source of Navigable Streams, 


“The secretary of agriculture has in- 
formed us that all the navigable rivers 
having their source in the mountains 
referred to, and that it is claimed would 
be benefited by the proposed forest re- 
Serves, ‘flow to the sea.’ They are all 
therefore ‘accessible from a state other 
than those in which they Hie’ and are 
‘subject to all the requisite legislation 
by congress’ for their control in the reg- 
ulation of commerce. Congress having 
the power ‘to keep them open and free 
from any obstructions’ and ‘to remove 
such obstructions,’ and having the power 
‘to provide by such sanctions as they 
may deem proper against the  occur- 
rence of the evil,’ and also ‘to determine 
when its full power sball be brought 
into activity,’ and also to determine ‘as 
to the regulation and sanctions which 
shall be provided,’ it would seem to be 
incontrovertible under thig authority 
that congress has the power to acquire 
and own the proposed forest reserves if 
in its judgment such forest reserves 
would aid navigation. The question, it 
seems to us, is one of discretion, not 
one of power, 


Case of Savannah River. 


“The Savannah river is one of the 
rivers that it is claimed would be di- 
‘rectly benefited by the proposed forest 
reserves. In the case of South Carolina 
v. Georgia et al. (94 U. S:, 4), the second 
headnote reads: ‘Congress has the 
same power over the Savannah river 
that it has over the other navigable 
waters of the United States.’ 

‘*In the opinion the court says, page 9: 

“That the power to regulate inter- 
state commerce and commerce with for- 
eign nations, conferred upon congress 
by the constitution, extends to the con- 
trol of navigable rivers between states 
—rivers that are accessible from other 
states at least to the extent of improv- 
ing their navigability—has not been 
questioned during the argument, nor 
could it be with any show of reason. 
From an early period in the history of 
the government it has been so under- 
stood and determined.’ 


Congress Has Power Beyond Navi- 
sable Portions of Streams. 


“The power of congress Over naviga- 
tion extends beyond that portion of a 
navigable stream that is actually navi- 
gable, and it covers every navigable 
river in the United States. Congress 
long ago exercised its power over a 
navigable river beyond the point of its 
navigability, and the supreme _ court 
has upheld its aot in so doing. 

“In the act of September !19, 1890 (26 
Stat., 464, paragraph 10), it is pro- 
vided: 

“*That the oreation of any obstruc- 
tion, not affirmatively authorized by 
law, to the navigable capacity of any 
waters, in respect of which the United 
States has jurisdiction, is hereby pro- 
hibited, etc.’ 

“Again, in the riwer and harbor act of 
March 3, 1899, in section 10, it is pro- 
vided— 

“That the creation of any obstruc- 
tion not affirmatively authorized by 
congress to the navigable capacity of 
any of the waters of the United States 
is hereby prohibited.’ 

“It it be a fact that denuding the 
mountairs of their forest results in fill- 
ing up the navigable streams in their 
navigable portions with silt. dirt, or de- 
bris, causing obstructions therein, why 
has not congress the same power to 
prevent the formation of such obstruc- 
tions that it has to remove such ob- 
struction after they have been formed? 

“Tf congress has the power to remove 
a dam, placed far above the navigable 
portion of a navigable stream, in that it 
decreases the flow of water, why ‘has 
not congress equal power to remove any 
other obstructions in the stream at any 
point between the ending of navigation 
and the source of the stream, if such 
obstruction decreases the flow of water 
in the navigable portions of such 
stream? If it be a fact that destroying 
the forests on the mountain side results 
in a greatly reduced flow of water dur- 
ing periods of drought in all streams 
having their origin in such mountains, 
why has not congress the same power 
where such streams are navigable to 
prevent the destruction of such forests 
that it has to prevent a dam at some 
cther point on the non-navigable portion 
of the stream? Why ts not one thing 
as the 
other in the interest of navigation? Is 
pot prevention more important than 


cure, and particularly so when in all the 
experience of our government cure by 
dredging has never been anything but a 
temporary cure? In tne light of the 
authority just quoted, there appears to 
be involved in the resolutions referring 
te your committee, only questions of 
fact and matters of policy. The exist- 
ence of the power inquired about ap- 
pears to be amply assured.” 


Question of Control. 


The report goes into the subject of the 
right of congress to acquire land in va- 
rious gtates, the political power and legé- 
iskative control over land so acquired, 
and says: < 

“In the opinion of the minority of your 
committee should the United States ac 
quire forest reserves in a state for the 
purpose of navigation, which it has rhe 
constitutional power to do, and no more 
appeared than the mere fact of acqu'(r- 
ing title by the United States whether 
by purchase or condemnation, the United 
States would hold such land as any other 
proprietor in the state, subject to tne 
complete jurisdiction of the state, save 
in two particulars.. The state could not 
tax the lands, nor could it interfere with 
governmental uses for which the United 
States acquired them. This, we think, 
is made perfectly clear by the Fort 
Leavenworth case (li4 U. S3., 527) and 
the Van Brocklin case (17 VU. &., 151), 
as well ag in geome of the other cases 
already cited. Im order for the United 
States to exercise any other jurisdiction 
over such lands, the state would ihave to 
expressly cede such other jurisdiction, 
These bills require no cessbon of juris- 
diction by the states. They simply re- 
quire the consent of the state, that the 
title shall pass for national forest pur- 
poses. The consent to the passing of 
‘title would not add anything to the two 
rights or privileges already referred to, 
for these the United States would enjoy, 
even though the state had not consented 
to the passing of title.’’ 


Summary of View. 


In conclusion the report says: 

‘In our opinion congress has the con- 
stitutional power to acquire lands and 
forest reserves in @ state by purchase, 
condemnation, or otherwise, ag an aid to 
navigaton, if it be made to appear to 
congress that such reserves would ma- 
terlally or substantially aid navigation. 
The power over navigation being one 
of the powers directly conferred upon 
congiress by the constitution, the exercise 
of it by congress for the express purpose 
of aiding the navigable capacity of nav- 
igable rivers can in no sense be con- 
Strued as an infringement upon the 
police powers of the states. Your com- 
mittee is equally clear in the opinion 
that the control and regulation of water 
supply within a state is within the power 
of the State, and likewise that the duty 
and power of fostering and protecting 
agriculture and merchantable timber 
vests in the state. The power to con- 
trol its own public domain for the pur- 
poses of parks, forest reserves, or other- 
wise, belongs to the state. The consti- 
tution has not delegated to congress any 
power over these things, and congress 
cannot acquire land and forest reserves 
in a state for these distinct and specific 
purposes. The power of the state, how- 
ever, being subordinate to the power of 
congress, to caary out the clearly defined 
purposes for which the constitution was 
framed, any law passed by congress for 
the express purpose, declared or implied, 
of accomplishing a constitutional end 
is a constitutional law.”

The meeting in Atlanta of the two 
teams aroused the tnterest of Atlan- 
in the game, and within a few 
Atlanta had a team composed of 
players ready to take the road.

Tortotse Shells.

The finest tortoise snell comes from 
the Indian archipélago, but a good 
quality is also obtained on the coast of 
Florida.

The streets of the city of 
Panama—that’s on the west side—have 
been paved as completely as have the 
streets of Atlanta. What I say of Pan- 
ama may be said of almost every town) 
on the canal from the Pacific side to 
the Atlantic, that,iS on the map within 
the territory under control of the fed- 
eral government. 

“The great fight for good health was 
of the mosquito. 
That contest required sewerage, water- 
works and @he most complete system of 
plumbing, and whi it took money it 
took time, too, to bring these condi- 
tions about. The work has been done 
and now yellow fever, which was a few 
years ago as common in that Section ag 
hay fever in the White Mountains in 
the fall of the year, it is now as scarce 
on the isthmus as it is in Atlanta. In 
fact, yellow fewer has heen eliminated, 
the last case of record being on No- 
vember 8, !905. There is an occasional 
report of a case of malarial fever, but 
these are growing fewer and fewer 
every Season. The sanitary conditions 
are being watched just as closely over 
there as is the work On the canal itself 
being pushed.

As the state is composed of counties, 
so the history of the state, so far, es- 
pecially as its séttlement and citizen- 
ship and the development of its re- 
sources are concerned, is the history 
of its component parts, the counties. 

Long ago the records committee of 


lution, realizing the value of county 
records, wrote to the clerks and ordi- 
naries of the eight oldest counties, 
asking for information concerning 
their records—the earliest dates, their 
most important documents, etc., and 
urging a careful transcription where 
moth and ‘‘time’s relentless tooth” 
were destroying the yellowing paper 
and fading ink. The committee also 
urged upon the grand juries of every 
county in the state the importance of 
regular and careful examinations of 
the condition of their county records, 
as upon the proper preservation of 
these documents depended in a great 
measure the history of the state. 

The committee on records has only 
been waiting for the ‘psychological 
moment” to arrive, when, the colonial 
records being completed, the legisla- 
ture might be inclined to grant an ap- 
propriation for the county records.
